Other Fishing- ships W ere P.adly Dam 
ag;cd and Severn! of Their Crews 
Killed and Wounded. 



The News Has Created Intense Sensa 
tion and Indignation in Great Bri 
tain— Without Warning Rus- 
sian Ships Began Firing. 

Hull, Eng.. Oct. 24. — A. M. Jackson 
A Co., (solicitors, for the owners of 50 
Hull Ashing boats, have notified the 
foreign office and admiralty of an at 
tack on the Hull fishing fleet by the 
Russian second Pacific squadron, com 
inonly designated as the Baltic. fleet 
The official information is that shortly 
after midnight Friday the Russian 
squadron fell in with the Hull fishing 
fleet in the North sea. The first por 
tion of the fishing fleet passed safely 
Then the Russian ships turned thei 
searchlights on the British vessels for 
some time and a little later opened 
tire. The steam trawler Crane was 
mink and the decapitated bodies o 
her skipper and mate have been 
brought to Hull. The boatswain and 
other members of the crew who are 
understood to be seriously wounded 
are on board the mission ship. 

The steam trawlers Moulmein and 
MIdo have arrived at Hull seriously 
damaged by shots, the latter having 
16 holes in her hull. It is feared that 
other damage was done to the trawl 
crs and that at least one more was lost 
with all hands. 

The only survivor of the Crane who 
has yet reached here is J. A. Smith 
son of the deceased skipper, and who 
with the captains of the Moulmein and 
Mino, is going to London to consult 
with the authorities. Young Smith 
was as!.-, p in his bunk when the fir 
Ing aroused him. Just as he was get 
ting up, a shot struck the starboard 
and penetrated to the forecastle 
smashing a lamp near which he was 
standing. He rushed on deck where 
the searchlights revealed the horrible 
sight of his father and Leggett lying 
headless and the deck strewn with the 
Injured. It was soon found that the 
vessel was sinking and signals for as 
slstance were sent up. Smith and oth 
era concur in the details of the firing 
that have already been given. 

I^ondon. Oct. 24.— The steam cutter 
Magpie, belonging to the Gamecook 
trawler fleet, which was fired on by 
the Russian Baltic fleet, arrived in 
the Thames Sunday night. Her cap 
tain. Peaker, confirmed the details ol 
the story received from Hull. He 
says: 

"Friday night there were about 4< 
vessels of the Gamecock fleet fishing 
In latitude 55 degrees 15 minutes, and 
longitude 5 degrees 6 minutes. It was 
a misty, drizzling night. We «pread 
over an area of some miles. Our ad 
miral had just previously signalled by 
rocket and colored lights the fishing 
direction for the night. Whether that 
had anything to do with what follow 
ed I do not know; the whole thing is 
a mystery." 

Hull, Oct. 24.— The news has ere- 
nted an intense sensation and indigna- 
tion in Hull. The Moulmein arrived 
with her flag at half-mast. Her skip 
per states that the trawlers were fish 
ing about 220 miles east by north of 
Spurn Head at i o'clock Saturday 
morning, the weather being heavy 
when the outlines of several vessels, 
apparently warships, sailing in a line 
were dimly seen. Whilst the crew 
were watching the warships, search 
lights were flashed upon them, in the 
glare of which the Moulmeln's crew 
observed what they took to be torpedo 
boats approaching, apparently with 
the intention of boarding the Moul- 
mein. They steamed away, however, 
and Boon the fishermen were horrified 
to find they were being fired upon. 
First one and then another trawler 
was struck by flying shot. What 
seemed to be a round shot went 
through the Moulmein galley. The 
Mino, lying nearby, also was struck 
with many shots, but fortunately the 
damage was above her water line and 
none of her crew was struck. The 
bombardment lasted about 20 minutes. 
When it had ceased the fleet sailed 
southward, and some of the trawlers 
sent up rockets. The Moulmein steer- 
ed in the direction of the rocket. Soon 
cries were heard, and the Crane was 
found sinking with another trawler 
taking off some of her crew. Those 
seriously Injured wore removed to a 
mission ship and the bodluB of Smith 
and Leggett were placed aboard the 
Moulmein. The other men with mi 
nor injuries were put aboard the trawl- 
er Sen Call, which at a late hour had 
not arrived at Hull. 
Portsmouth, Oct. 24.— The report is 



confirmed here that vessels of the Rus- 
sian Baltic fleet stopped and searched 
merchantmen off the Isle of Wight. 

Washington, Oct. 24.— Astonishment 
that the Russian commander should 
have committed such a blunder as to 
Are on inoffensive fishing vessels as 
reported in dispatches from Hull pre 
vailed in official circles Sunday night 
At the same time these officials are 
prompt to express the opinion that 
the Russian government will promptly 
disavow the act and apologize when 
the facts are fully known. The trag- 
edy, it is realized, adds to the compli 
cations which the Baltic fleet already 
encountered ever since it was deter- 
mined that the vessels should go to 
the far east. 



LOUISVILLE MAN SUICIDES. 



He Was the Grandson of the Late Dr. 
Bell, of Southern Fame. 

Louisville. Ky.. Oct 24— Wallace 
Bell, who committed suicide by -cut- 
ting his throat in Chicago Sunday 
morning, was a grandson of the late 
Theodore S. Bell, who was the most 
noted physician in the south 80 years 
ago. He was 32 years of age and was 
for several years the athletic instruc- 
tor of Central university, at Danville. 
Recently he was employed by J. M. 
Robinson, Norton & Co., of Louisville, 
but left for Chicago to better his posi- 
tion. H. H. Bell, assistant managing 
editor of the Times, said Sunday night 
that he knew no possible reason for 
his brother's suicide except that he 
had probably been discouraged by the 
failure of his efforts to secure what 
he wanted In Chicago. Mr. Bell's 
mother lives here. The body will bo 
brought here for burial.

Lagrange, Ky., Oct. 24.— Richard 
Boils, a liveryman of this city, and D. 

Duncan, a commercial traveler from 
New York, had a thrilling encounter 
with a huge grizzly bear near Browns- 
boro. The men, on their way to this 
city, were overtaken by a violent hal 
and wind storm, which overturned 
their buggy and threw them out. 
When they rose from the ground they 
found themselves face to face with the 
big beast. The animal showed fight, 
and during the struggle which ensued 
the men were considerably bruised and 
scratched before they could make their 
escape. The bear belonged to some 
rowing Italians, and had become en- 
raged from being pelted with the hail 
till It broke Its chain and ran away. 



The Child's Remains Were Discovered 
in An Abandoned Farm House — 
Nearby Lay a Club With 
Hair and Blood On It. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 24— With the 
forehead crushed and the throat cut, 
the body of four-year-old Michael May- 
erski, who was kidnaped near his 
home in Phoenixville, 28 miles from 
this city, Friday evening by a band of 
men supposed to be gypsies, was found 
Sunday in an abandoned farm house 
a few miles from Valley Forge. In 
connection with the murder six men 
belonging to a party of gypsies were 
arrested by Chief of Police Carter, of 
Phoenixville, and several constables, 
and after an exciting time were lodged 
in jail at that place. Only the cour- 
age and quick action of the police 
saved the prisoners from being rough- 
ly handled by a large crowd of excited 
people. » 

The child was picked up Friday ev- 
ening by a party of men who were 
driving through the town in two cov- 
ered wagons. A boy saw them take 
the child but before be could attract 
any one's attention to pursue the kid- 
napers they had disappeared. All day 
Saturday and Saturday night search- 
ing parties were out trying to trace 
the wagons, but without success. Sun- 
day while three men were in the 
woods gathering chestnuts they acci- 
dentally came across the body of the 
boy. Nearby lay a club with hair and 
blood on it. The authorities were 
quickly notified and the entire police 
force of Phoenixville and vicinity 
started out in search of gypsy bands. 
During the afternoon one party came 
across a company of them and took 
them into custody. They dtnied ac- 
knowledge of the crime. 

The report that six gypsies had 
been arrested soon spread through 
Phoenixville and hundreds of men and 
women gathered along the streets. As 
the prisoners were brought through 
the streets there were cries of "Lynch 
them," "Burn them." The officers 
drew their revolvers and kept the an- 
gry crowd back. At the lock-up a large 
crowd was gathered, and the officers 
had difficulty in getting their prison- 
ers through the threatening mob into 
the jail The prisoners were badly 
frightened.

He 
leuves a wife and one child.

The Dead Man Was One of the Weal 
thiest Residents of the Commu- 
nity — Three Men Have Been 
Placed Under Arrest. 

. Huntington. W. Va.. Oct. 24.— With- 
in half an hour aftor benediction had 
been pronounced at the close of serv- 
ices in the little church near Mill 
Creek, on the Big Sandy river, Sun- 
day, one man who had listened to the 
sermon was dead and another was fa- 
tally stabbed. The tragedy was the 
result of a political argument in which 
half a dozen members of the congre- 
gation engaged after leaving the 
church. The dead: 

William Kennedy, 39 years old, 
leaves a wife and family. 

The dying: Henry Wellman. stab- 
bed during tbe fight. 

The state tax laws are an issue of 
importance in the ponding campaign 
in West Virginia and when church 
was out a group of men stood n*>ur 
the building and began discussing the 
question. The argument grew bitter 
and in a short time blows were struck. 
Ralph W'cllinan, who had taken a lead- 
ing part In the dispute, is alleged to 
have drawn a revolver and shot Ken- 
nedy, who died within a few minutes. 
A moment after the shot was fired. 
Henry Wellman, a relative of Ralph, 
received a knife thrust and fell with 
blood streaming from a wound in his 
•hest. The authorities were notified 
and Ralph Wellman, Foster Wright 
and John Shrewsbury were placed un- 
der arrest. It is alleged that Shrews 
bury is the man who stabbed Henry 
Wellman. 

William Kennedy, the dead man. 
was one of the wealthiest residents of 
the community, and all those who took 
part In the fight are well known ar.d 
respected. 

MYSTERIOUS MURDER.

Why, if a man insists that his platform should contain all 
that he believes in and nothing that he objects to, there would be 
just one man in a party, and he would have to be the party's candi- 
date for the Presidency, and we would have a million parties in the 
United States.

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NOT A MILITARY PEOPLE. 

"We are not a military people, bent 
on conquest, or engaged in extending 
our domains in foreign lands, or de- 
airous of securing natural advantagea. 
however great, by force; but a people 
loving peace, not only for ourselves, 
but for all the nations of the earth. 

"The display of great military arma- 
ments may please the eye and, for the 
moment, excite the pride of the citizen, 
but it cannot bring the country the 
brains, brawn and muscle of a single 
Immigrant, nor induce the investment 
here jf a dollar of capital. Of course, 
such armament sb may be necessary 
for the security of the country and the 
protection of the rights of its citizens, 
at home or abroad, must be main- 
tained. Any other course would bo 
not only false economy, but pusillani- 
mous. I protest, however, against the 
feeling, now far too prevalent, that 
by reason of the commanding position 
we have assumed In the world, we 
must take part in the disputes and 
broils of foreign countries; and that 
because we have grown great we 
should intervene in any important 
question that arises in other parts of 
the world. I also protest against the 
erection of any such military establish- 
ment as would be required to maintain 
the country in that attitude. We 
should confine our international activi- 
ties solely to matters in which the 
rights of the country or of our citi- 
zens are directly involved. That is 
not a situation of isolation, but of la- 
dependence." [From Judge Parker'a 
speech of acceptance.]
